Of- 
ficials of the United Mine Workers at 
Beckley, the district headquarters of 
the union, claimed that the strike in 
the Xew River field is spreading. On 
the other hanJ, the operators refused 
to confirm or deny the strike reports, 
but asserted that the mines were op- 
erating at about S3 per cent of their 
normal capacity. 


Colorado Miners Ordered Xot to Strike 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 20 — A restrain- 


ing order preventing the strike called 
for tomororw morning of Colorado 
coal miners was issued here tonight 
by District Judge Frank J. Morley. 
George O. Johnson, district president, 
Ii. C. Stewart, secretary, and other of- 
ficials are restrained from putting the 
strike into effect. 


The order was issued at the request 


of Victor E. Keyes, state attorney 
general. Within five days the attor- 
ney general will ask for a temporary 
injunction, he announced. The state 
fuel law requiring 30 days' notice of a 
strike was a- basis for the request of 
the attorney general. 


Steel Manufacturers Anxious. 


Pittsburgh, Xov. 20. — Steel manu- 


facturers today, for the first time since 
the coal strike was called, expressed 
concern over the immediate future of 
the steel trade if the mines in this 
district were not soon reopened. They 
pointed out that about S3 per cent, of 
the bituminous coal mined in the cen- 
tral competitive field came from the 
Western and Central Pennsylvania, 
fields, much of which is used in the 
steel mills and * furnaces about Pitts- 
burgh. The consumption of coal by 
the average large steel company is 
fully 10,000 tons a day. When the 
mines closed, there was an abundance 
cf fuel in sight, but for almost three 
weeks no union mines have been op- 
erating and unorganized fields have 
been able to produce only a compara- 
tively small proportion of the ton- 
nage required to meet the needs of 
the community. 


"We have been drawing upon re- 


serve supplies." said the representa- 
tive of one important independent 
steel company, "and they are not go- 
ing to last forever. 
The enormous 


consumption of coal for coke, under 
boilers, in the furnaces, not to speak 
of the amount used by the steel-haul- 
ing railroad lines, precludes tte pos- 
sibility of storing supplies for a long 
period."

Jenkins Say* in Letter He Was 
Kidnapped as U. S. Agent, 


Not as a Private Citizen 


Washington, No\. 10. — Mexico 


was warned todaj by the American 
government that any further molesta- 
tion of William O. Jenkins, the Amer- 
ican consular agent at Puebla, who 
recently was kidnapped by bandits, 
would "seriously affect the relations 
between the United States and Mex- 
ico, for which the government of 
Mexico must assume sole responsi- 
bility." 


Coupled with the warning was a 


demand for the immediate release of 
the consular agent, who was rearrest- 
ed Tuesday on charges in connection 
with his abduction and ransom in the 
sum of $150,000 gold. Official reports 
that Jenkins had again been impris- 
oned at PueTala reached the state de- 
partment today from the American 
embassy at Mexico City, which was in- 
structed to transmit a note demand- 
Ing his release. 


Mexican rebels in kidnapping Jenk- 


ins Intended to commit a direct affront 
to the American government, Jenkins 
declared in a letter received here to- 
day by Representative Davis of Ten- 
neosee. 


Jenkins' letter contained the first 


complete story of his kidnapping to 
be made public in the United States. 


Kidnapped as American Agent. 
"I want to especially call to your 


attention," it said, "that I was kid- 
napped from the United States con- 
sular office, that even a part of the 
money robbed was United States con- 
sular funds, that J was not kidnapped 
as a'private person, but as the United 
States representative, air this was 
clearly stated by the rebels, and if I 
had not been serving the government 
it is not at ail probable that I would 
have been carried off, for they could 
as well have carried off a dozen rich- 
er men than I." 


Mr. Jenkins' letter was dated No- 


vember 4, before bis first arrest by 
authorities of the sut* at Puebl*, on 
charges of collusion in connection with 
hie abduction and subsequent ransom 
for $15,000. He was re-arrested Tues- 
day on the charge of threatening 
peons who gave evidence on which his 
first arrest was made. When first ar- 
rested he was released and restricted 
to his home, but so far as the state 
department has been adised, he now 
is in custody at Puebla.

Washington, Nov. 20. — While the 


suprems court was hearing arguments 
today on the validity of the war-time 
prohibition act, word went out from 
the White House »hat President Wil- 
son would not rescind the dry act un- 
til peace formal!; had been declared. 
This was expected to set at rest the 
ever-recurring rumors that the dry 
ban would be lifted by the Piesident 
irrespective of early ratification of the 
treaty of Versailles. 


Failure of the senate to act on the 


treaty at the extraordinary session 
was regarded by many administration 
officials as precluding the ending ol 
the technical state of war much befor« 
the constitutional prohibition amend- 
ment becomes effective next Jan. 16. 
Should such prove the case, thfe only 
possibility of a wet Christmas would 
be for the supreme court to declare 
the war-time act unconstitutional. Ar- 
guments on the pending cases will be 
concluded tomorrow, but as the court 
begins a recess Monday no decision 
Is expected until it reconvene? on De- 
ctmber 8. 


Hoot Attacks Dry taw. 


The right of congress to prohibit 


the manufacture and sale of Intoxi- 
cating liquors was sharply attacked 
and vigorously defended during the 
arguments.

Coopcrstown, Nov. 20 — The Egu«l- 


liatlon committee of the Board of Su- 
perUaors if continuing Us prompt and 
efficient work and submitted Its re- 
port No. 2 at this morning'* session. 
The report jv»s read by the clerk and 
Uld over under the rule. 


Two resolution! raising salaries of 


r-onnty employee* were pawed today, 
the first offered by Mem*. Brown, 
Cross and Sheridan, fixing the salary 
ot the unler sheriff 'at $1,600, the 
)ail«r at $1,0000 and the Jail matron 
it 1800. 


Another resolution by Messrs. Wil- 


liams, Tice arid Fitch appropriated 
12,000 for the use of the county clerk 
in paying the salaries of the index 
;l«rk and stenographer employed in 
his office. These two employees now 
receive $750 each. Both resolutions 
were adopted by a unanimous vote. 


Mr. Wiliams moved that the action 


taken Wednesday, deferring until Dec. 
2 a vot-J on the resolution offered by 


himself and Mr. fitch regarding the 
allotment of motor vehicle fui.ds be 
reconsidered and the resolution voted 
on at once. Mr. Whlpple, upon whose 
motion the m*tter was laid over, spoke 
in opposition to the motion of Mr. 
Williams, stating that he thought U 
probable that after the map now being 
prepared by the highway committee 
was completed, showing the proposed 
Improved county system of highways, 
that some section of highway could 
be selected where the funtio could be 
used to better advantage than by di- 
viding It up among the tov/n». 
The 


roll was called upon Mr. Wiliams' 
motion to reconsider and resulted in 
19 ayes and 7 noes. 
The original 


resolution as offered Wednesday by 
Messrs, Williams and Fitch was then 
passed by a vote of 24 to 2, Messrs. 
Whlpple and r. M Smith voting In the 
negative.

New York, Nov. SO.—A comprehen- 


sive rally of from 3 to 20 points in the 
stock market today gave promise that 
reactionary Influences are In retreat 
The rise followed early misgivings' that 
the defeat of the peace treaty might 
precipitate another decline.

fic which an Improved highway will 
carry should, In a large meaeure. de- 
termine the width of the pavement 
and the material* which enter into Us 
construction. 
To figure on preeent- 


day usage le not sufficient, (or the rea- 
•on that the completion of a oyatem 
now unbuilt will cauae both farmers 
and business men to increase their 
business and social 
activities. The 


auto truck has not yet become a fac- 
tor in OUego county trade aa In other 
nectlona of the state. 
Consequently 


roads must be built in anticipation of 
future traffic. 


The highways within Otaego county 


which will be most used by persons 
living outside the county are the 
Cherry Valley turnpike, the road con- 
necting the Cherry Valley turnpIKe 
with Oneonta and the highway lead- 
ing from" Blnghamton 
to 
Albany. 


Theaw are all state system*. Other 
road* which are to be built will serve, 


) In the main, our own interests. The 


travel will not be so heavy and it 
Would eeem, therefore, that a type of 
road should be built which will not 
neceMitate so large an expenditure of 
money aa ia put into atata> highways. 


The highway superintendent of Jef- 


ferson county has built 200 miles of 
county aid roads which are serviceable 
Indeed. One of the secrets of his suc- 
cess !• that he had Insisted that his 
town highway superintendents provide 
more than adequate drainage. Having 
done this, the sub-base baa never 
been disturbed by frost on any por- 
tion of hie roads, although some of 
them have been built over five years. 
The dirt shoulders become hard so 
that they hold up for cars which turn 
•out on them. Being built high, these 
shoulders drain oft readily and are 
dry soon after a rain ceases. 


The Improvement association I* ad- 


vocating a similar type of road for 
this county. Nothing leu than 21 feet 
In width should 
be countenanced. 


Ten feet of stone for the center, live j 
feet for each shoulder and two feet for i 
•lopes on each aide Into the ditches' 
should be adequqate. 
Roads built 


over the hills which will connect one 
valley with another should have a 
Macadamized surface, but It la doubt- 
ful it such a surface wilt stand up 
under the truck traffic which in all 
probabilities the valley roads will re- 
ceive. 
Such roads should have the 


top course bound with asphalt, which 
will require an additional expenditure 
of approximately $1,000 per mile. A 
road of this character, it ia said, can 
be built in these time* for a sum not 
to exceed $6,000 a mile, when the ma- 
terial* which go into the road bed are 
secured locally. 


The road problem ia with ua A ays- 


tern of 200 miles will cost the county 
a very large sum. But is It not coating 
us more because of a lack of it? 
Someone has estimated that the im- 
proved roads of the state of Wiscon- 
sin save the people of that state $25,- 
CoO a day.

OTSEGO OFFICERS ORCANIZF. 


Plan* Formulated for Establishment of 


Local Cbupler of American Officer* 
of Great War In OneoiKa—Commit- 
tees Named and Moetlnr Planned 
for TuccMln}, Dec. 2. 
A meeting of commissioned officers 


of the recent war was held Wednesday 
evening at the home of Dr. A. W. Cut- 
ler in this city for the purpose of 
making plans for the establishment in 
this city of a chapter of a new order, 
that of American Ofllcers of the Great 
War. 
The 
society 
will be briefly 


known as "American Ofllcers," and It 
is the only national veterans' associa- 
tion which admits to membership of- 
ficers of e\ery branch of the army. 
na\y and marine corps. 


Precedent for such a society 1* had 


in the organization of Revolutionary 
War ollicers, known as the Society of 
Cincinnati, of which George Washing- 
ton was tlje fln>t .president. Further

APES HELP MEN 


TO OUTWIT A6E 


Paris Doctor Says Grafting of 


Tissues Brings Back 


Youth. 


EXPERIMENTS ME SUCCESS 


Interstitial Qlanda Art Taken Frwn 


Apes for Use In Treating Human 


Being*- Operation la Quit* 


Simple. 


Paris.— Restoration of youth Is BO 


longer an uncertainty, but by grafting 
of new interstitial glands Is as sure 
aft the rules of chemistry, Dr. L. H. 
Voronoff declared. 


Dr. Voronoff, director of the physio- 


logical laboratory of the College of 
France, says the operations are simple. 


The Interstitial glands are *a^en 


from apes for use in treating human 
beings. 


"A local anesthetic is all that la 


necessary," Dr. Voronoffi said. "It 1* 
merely a task of opening the skin. In- 
serting the new tissue, sewing up the 
slight wound, and nature does the 
rest." 


"Seven months ago." continued IT. 


Voronoff, "I operated on a well known 
Parisan man of affairs, who at the 
age of 66 was in a decrepit state. The 
experiment was a complete success. 
Though his hair remains white and 
bis face is wrinkled, he walks erect, 
Ms mind is as active and his appetite 
is as good as that of a young man. 


Defies Age With Another. 


"Three months ago I performed a 


similar grafting operation on another 
xged man. Everything In his case in- 
dicates the result will be the same, but 
it Is too early as yet to give a state- 
ment as to his renewed vitality. 


"The secret of my method is based 


on the following general knowledge: 
In various parts of the bod.v, nature 
has provided glands which secrete 
fluids having vital functions In human 
organism. For instance, if I remove 
the thyroid gland from a man's! neck, 
he will become an Idiot within- six 
months. Also when the Interstitial 
glands, which manufacture fluid* which 
is absorbed by the blood, and thus 
gives to the whole body its vitality, be- 
come worn out or are removed, the 
whole body falls into decay. 


"Foreign tissues, vt.ilch have thus 


been introduced Into a worn-out sys- 
tem are nourished by the blood circu- 
lation of the body which is the new 
home for the tissues. In turn the tis- 
sues manufacture a vital fluid, which 
circulating through the body, restores 
Us youthful vigor. 


"Some of my most productive exper- 


iments were carried out on an aged 
ram. 
The ram at 14 corresponded in 


age to a man at 78, in BO far as the 
exhaustion of organisms is concerned. 


"Taking- the aged, decrepit ram hi 


May, 1918. I put into his body Inter- 
stitial glands taken from a young ram. 
Within two months he had regained 
bis youthful vigor and activities. 


"Then, in order to prove It was not 


merely a matter df good care that had 
caused the change, I removed the 
grafted glands. 1 found them in per- 
fect state, as they had not been com- 
pletely assimilated by the renewed or- 
ganism. 


Age Reclaims Victim. 


"The ram Immediately aged and be- 


came even more decrepit than before. 
I once more introduced the glands 
from a young goat, which again pro- 
duced youth and vigor. 


"There will not be the slightest dan- 


ger to human beings because of the 
monkey tissues which I use in treat- 
ing them. 
A monkey's blood very 


closely resembles that of man. 
Hence 


the tissues of the ape are perfectly 
adapted for grafting on human beings. 


'There is no danger of thereby bru- 


talizing human beings. So far, my ex- 
periments in 'this direction are con- 
fined largely to rejuvenating woraont 
organisms. I am convinced the idea is 
practicable I do not guarantee I have 
found the eolation for senile decay. My 
works are of an experimental nature, 
and I am continuing my investiga- 
tions."

ENSIGN TELLS OF 


SEAPLANE FIGHT 


Officer Describes How American 


and British Aviators Held 


Off Superior Forces. 


FOUR HUMES ATTACK 20 


Interesting Account of an Exciting 


Aerial Combat During the Late 


War—Battle Enemy for 


8«v«ral Hours. 
"~~ 


Washington.—One of the most .J- 


tcresting; accounts of an aerial combat 
in the late war was made public re- 
cently by the navy news bureau, which 
has headquarters In the navy depart- 
ment In Washington. 


The story Is told In the report of 


Ensign K. B. Keyes of the United 
States Naval Flying corps to Admiral 
Sims, and relates bow four British 
seaplanes operated by American and 
British aviators fought 20 German ma- 
chines several hours in defense of a 
British plane that bad been forced to 
descend to the water for repairs. 


Ensign Keyes was the front gun 


layer of one of the machines, in which 
Lieutenant Galvayne of the British 
Boyal Air force was second pilot In 
bis report the aviator says: 


"Our three machines from Felix- 


etowe rose from the water at noon, 
circled Into patrol formation, and pro- 
ceeded alone; the coast to Yarmouth. 
Here w« were joined by two more 
planes. At one o'clock tbe squadron 
turned east Soon we perceived the 
Dutch coast and followed the sandy 
beaches of Texolt and Vlleland Islands 
until we came to Terschelllng. 


Sighted German PUnea. 


"At Terschelllng we veered west 


but we soon had to turn back because 
one machine (Eaton's) had come to 
tbe water" with a broken petrol pipe. 
We circled It, and 15 minutes later 
Righted five German planes steering 
west, which would soon bring them 
upon ns. 


"Lieutenant Galvayne was seated 


near the wheeL Bis duty was to 
kneel with eyes above the cowl and 
direct the pilot I was in the front 
cockpit, with one gun and 400 rounds 
of ammunition. In the stern cockpit 
the engineer and wireless ratings were 
to handle three guns. 


"We took battle formation and went 


forward to meet the enemy machines, 
but when almost within range they 
turned and ran away from us. At 
once we gave chase, but soon found 
that they were too fast - 


"We bad chased these planes to keep 


them away from the machine on the 
water, which, otherwise would have 
been shot to pieces. Finding now that 
they could keep out of our range, we 
turned back and again circled the dis- 
abled plane. 


"Soon the enemy once more came 


close, and we gave chase a second 
time/ But Instead of five machines, 
as before, there were only four. 


"Suddenly we discovered that a large 


number of hostile planes were steering 
toward us, not in the air with the four 
planes, but very close to the water. 
Ten machines were in this group, but 
they were joined in a few minutes by 
five more. 


"We swung* into battle formation 


and aimed for tbe middle of the fleet 
When we were nearly within range 
four planes on the port side and five 
on the starboard side rose to our level 
of 1,500 feet Two planes passed di- 
rectly beneath us, shooting upward. 
Firing was incessant from tbe begln- 
sisg, ssd the air seemed blue with 
tracer smoke. The Germans used ex- 
plosive bullets.' I gave most'-of my 
time to the four planes on our port 
side, because they were exactly at our 
level and within good range, about 
200 yards. 


"Oncev I looked round and noticed 


that Lieutenant Galvayne was in a 
stooping position. By bending lower 
I discovered that his head was lying 
In a pool of blood. 


"From this time on I have no clear 


Idea of Just what our maneuvering 
was. Evidently we put up a running 
fight steering east, then circling. Sud- 
denly I found that our machine bad 
been cut off from the formation and 
we were surrounded by seven enemy 
seaplanes. We were steering almost 
southwest We fought for ten miles 
or so. until we drove the seven Ger- 
mans off. One of them was driven 
down out of control and made a very 
poor landing. Another was badly hit 
side-slipped, and crashed In flames 
from a height of 2,000 feet All were 
! severely punished. 


Lieutenant Galvayn* Killed. 


"The encasement had lasted about
